Canada, It is reassuring, however, to 
turn to well-informed British opinion 
on the outlook and to find that these 
pessimistic views do not find reflec- 
tion in the Old Land itself, One of 
the best informed men in Great Bri- 
tain is Lord. Northcliffe, head of the 
London Times and a hundred other 
daily, weekly and monthly publica- 
tions. He has avenues of information 
open to him which few men in the 
world enjoy. And Lord Northcliffe 
is the reverse of pessimistic. 

In a recent interview with an 
American journalist he is more than 
optimistic over the labor situation in 
the British Isles, and lays particular 
emphasis upon the fact that while in 
the United States they have to deal 


with a large percentage of foreign-|° 


born workers, British labor is com- 
posed * overwhelniingly of men and 
women of English, Scotch, Irish and 
Welsh birth. Great Britain is solving 
her Jabor troubles upon sound lines 
and in an efficient way. Nor does he 
fear the competition of cheap, labor 


‘and long working hours in countries 


like Japan, where present conditions, , | 
he says, cannot last. Industrially, 
Lord -Not'thcliffe’ backs the skilled 
British workman and mechanic 
against the world.

The railways, he said, would need 
an army of men for the sole purpose 
of caring for cattle. if they were re- 
quired to do so, and as agrecments 
with the trainmen and agents pre- 
cluded their being asked to do this 
kind of work, it would mean the crea- 
tion of an entirely new department 
by the railyays. The expense of this 
would“be prohibitive, 

Mr, Murphy. opened~ his gtatement 
by emphasising the point that the 
C.P.R. was interested in thc Aevel- 
opment of the livestock industry and 
anxious to give the shippers: the best 
possible service. He drew attention 
|to the difficulties which the railways 
had to contend with in the shipment 
of cattle during the winter owing to 
the very severe climate in the West, 
and stated that sometimes when cars 
containing cattle were shipped across 
the line it was difficult to get» them 
back. Turning to the question of at= 
tending to the cattle en route, he em- 


phasised the possibility that this

days. The company is not incorpor- 
ated in Canada, but, according to evi- 
dence, was recently granted incorpor- 
ation in+ the state of Michigan, but 
B. V.' Martin, ‘president of the com- 
pany, could not remember whether 
this was previous ‘to October last, 
when he was using stationery bearing 
the printed words “incorporated un- 
der state. laws,” 
Mrs. Martin, who was also on the 
witness stand, stated that one reason 
for brown sugar at times being du- 
plicated for white to customers was 
that no one in sympathy with his 
country would refuse to use brown 
sugar. when-there was a shortage of 
the white.

started the’ preparation of election 
lists for provincial elections which 
will be held:in July, probably the 26th, 
*Fhe.term.of the government _automat- 
ically expires. August 6, 1920,

the number of: names over any pre- 
vious list, owing to the fact that wo- 
men will be given the right to vote. 
Proclamation for the revision of lists 
will ‘be issued almost immediately 
after the session of the legislaturc. 


Belgium Wants Canadian Flax 

Ottawa.—Belgium is in the market 
for Canadian-grown flax, but Canada 
has none left for export. Belgium 
users sought to place orders in Can- 


ada for 500 tons of flax, but as the 


total crop in Canada last year was 
only some 600 tons, flax-growing for 
fibre. being very much in its infancy 
here, it was impossible to accept 
them, The smal] amount available for 
export was quickly snapped up by 
United States firms.

to what steps the government pro- 
posed to take for the relief of Cen- 
tral Europe, Austen Chamberlain, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, said in 
the House of Commons that_the final 
jarrangements could not be made until 
the Congress of the United States had 
granted the necessary powers. The 
relief administration and the British 
Government would have preferred to 
prepare a comprchensive plan, with 
allied and neutral co-operation, Mr, 
Chamberlain stated, but in view of the 
urgency of the need, and despite the 
financial situation in the United 
Kingdom, the British Government 
had informed the United States that, 
in addition to the £12,500,000 voted 
for the current fiscal year, it was pre- 
pared to contribute a further sum, not 
exceeding half the sum contributed by 
the United States, and not exceeding 
£10,000,000 in all, Mr. Chamberlain 
said the British share would be applic- 
able for the provision of British sup- 
plics, foodstuffs, raw materials 
Other essentials; and the payment of 
the freight charges on the goods car- 
ried on British-ships. If the American 
grant was limited to $50,000,000, Mr. 
Chamberlain added, the necessary 
tonnage for transporting the Ameri- 
can supply could be provided. 

The Canadian.. Government also, 
said the Chanccllor, had intimated its 
desire to make a contribution, and 
the British Government was confi- 
dent that other allied and neutral 
governments also would co-operate in 
this emergency measure for dealing 
with the desperate needs of the cen- 
tral Part of Europe.

Gen. Currie Says Counter-Battery. 
Fire Was Originated By 
Montreal Man 


Montreal.—Speaking at the dinner 
given. by the 2nd Brigade, Canadian 
Field Artillery, in commemoration of 
the fifth anniversary of their landing 
in France, General Sir Arthur Currie 
stated. that a number-of officers. who 
had commanded overseas. would still 
continue to command-in the reorg- 
anized artillefy units in Montreal. 

Gencral Currie said that the Ger- 
mans had taught our artillery noth- 
ing during the war. The great de- 
velopments of the conflict were the 
barrage, the harassing fire and the 
counter-battery fire, all of which we 
had originated and had taught the 
boche. This counter-battery fire, he 
said, had been originated ‘and devel-’ 
oped by a Montreal soldier, Brig, 
Gen, McNaughton.

Made of Cloth Twenty to Forty Feet 
Long 

In India the turban is-worn to pro- 
tect the head from excessive leat 
and the thickness varies according to 
the climate in cach locality, These 
turbans are made of cloth of from 
twenty to forty fect long, and wrap- 
ped around the head in endless vari- 
ety, according to rank and taste, All 
those who can afford. it wear,a-band 
ten to twelve feet long, made either 
partly or wholly of gold thread, on 
top of the turban.. There are a num- 
ber of accessories worn in combina- 
tion with the turban. One beautiful 
ornament, limited to the use of kings, 
princes and nobles, is a beautifully 
embroidered velvet band about six 
inches long and two broad, into the 
middle of which is inserted a gold 
plate set with precious stones.

Must Not Sell Stoel 


Soldier Settlement Board Wins Action 

"Against Veteran Who Sold 

Fi Livestock 

The first division court of Ontario, 
Judge Bryan, has given judgment in 
favor of the soldier settlement board 
of Canada in a suit to recover live- 
stock sold to H. B. Boyd by John 
F. Conway, a soldier settler. His 
honor ruled that the stock was the 
property of the board until paid for, 
and that the settler had no right to 
dispose of it until he had discharged 
his obligations, 

The decision is an important one, as 
it clears away any doubt that may 
have existed concerning the right of 
soldicr settlers to sell their -livestoek 
or implements without the consent 
of the board. 

It is the intention to proceed 
against any scttler who disposes of 
livestock or chattels, the ownership 
of which is vested in the soldier set- 
tlement board, and persons buying 
such property from settlers will like- 
wise be prosecuted.

1 Most Interesting Remains Are Net- 
work of Canals 


By far the most interesting remains 
of the lost people of Arizona are their 
network of canals, which prevail 
through the valleys. The longest is 
the one tapping the Gila river, and 
which supplied with water the anci- 
ent city, now marked with the one 
standing building. This is the Casa 
Grande, about which so much has 
been written and which has excited so 
‘much interest among archacologists 
jin the last ten years. The volume 
‘of water taken out by this canal must 
i have been immense, for it supported 
‘millions of acres. In most places the 
lcanal has been filled with drifting 
isand, but its course is easily traced. 
| Engineers who located the Maricopa 
canal made use of the old Aztec ditch 
and today water runs over its pebbly 
bottom just as it did 2,000 or 3,000 
years ago. For miles and miles ar- 
ound mounds telf the tale of houses 
destroyed by the ravages of time 
Phoenix was built on the ruins of this 
ancient city, and there relics fre- 
quently are found of this ancient civ- 
ilization,

Timber is Australia’s best crop, says 
Sir Ronald Munro Ferguson, the for- 
est-loving Governor-General of the 
Commonwealth. Speaking at an ex- 
hibition in Geelong of Australian tim- 
bers, he urged that steps be taken to 
save the beautiful woods which, he 
pointed out, were suited for the finest 
cabinet making, and to conserve the 
rich forest wealth by fire prevention, 
proper laying out and control, and 
careful classification.

’ cruiser ‘upside 
down in a dry dock is a little unusual. 
Yet ‘that is what is to be seen at 
Tarentum, Tlaly, where the Leon- 
ardo:da Vincj is under repair after 
being raised from the bottom of the 
hare to which an. explosion on 
board sent it during the war. It was 
that the Italian 
cruiser’ -sunk at its moorings In the 
harbor of ‘Tarentum in consequence 
of an explosion of the magazine. It 
turned, completely .over and. carried 
down with it 21 officers and 22] men. 
At first the disaster was officially at- 
tributed’ to accidént, ‘but the inevitable 
investigation cstablished. the fact that 


“it was the work of two employces of 


the arsenal. These traitors were 
promptly shot. There the vessel lay, 
its turrets burrowing in the mud of 
the harbor bottom and its keel above 
the water, which was not above forty 
feet deep at that place. 

The problem, according to a writ- 
er in l'I]lustration of -Paris, was how 
to get-rid of the obstruction rather 
than, how to save the ship, But 
blowing up the wreck seemed to offer 
so. many. difficulties that it was finally 
decided to try to raise it. The It- 


- alian naval engineers worked out a 


solution, 

‘The plan adopted was not to try to 
right the-ship,“but to float it upside 
down as it stood, The turrets were 
removed from underneath, the guns 
dismounted .under water, and. the 
wreckage «caused by the explosion 
clearad. ‘away. The holes in the hull 
wae stopped temporarily, and pow- 
erful pumps set to work to empty the 
compartments of water. These com- 
partments were subsequently filled 
with compressed air, so that the hull 
was transformed ‘into an’: immense 
caisson in which the workmen could 
continue the task of lightening the 
ship. After'a year’s toil the weight 
of the wreck was reduced from 24,000 
to-18,000 tons. Then, with the aid of 
eight pontoons-of 400 tons cach de- 
signed to preserve the cquilibrium of 
the unwicldy mass, they pulled. the 
cruiser out of the mud and towed it 
to the dry dock, in which it now lies 
—as has becn said—bottom side up. 
When! the hull is completely repaired 


» the deck will be covered and made 


watertight and the wreck towed. out 
into. deep water, where it will be 
righted. / fi

Use of Forests to 
; Reduce Taxation 


Proper Conseryation of Gigantic Re- 
sources of Canada Would Be 
of Big Help 


That Canada could go far in paying 
all taxation by the output of -her gi- 
gantic forests and the proper ‘conser- 
vation of same was demonstrated by 
a discussion by the Dominion Land 
Surveyors at the annual mecting, fol- 
lowing a paper read by H. Claugkton- 
Wallin, F.E., of the forestry branch. 
It was stated that in the Jira moun- 
tains, in France, where the commune 
owns the large pine forests, that resi- 
dents there live free of taxation by 
the output of timber and the sale of 
firewood, The same also applies to 
parts of Sweden, and it was pointed 
out that Canada’s resources in this re- 
spect were equal, if not better, than 
these countries, 

After an interesting reference to 
the work of the reconnaissance. ofii- 
cers, Mr. Claughton-Wallin stated 
that in Manitoba there had been ex- 
amined already: 46,272 square miles. 
Of the timber, approximately 25,000,- 
000 cords, about 30 per cent. is pop- 
lar, 29 per cent, jackpine, and 16 per 
cent, tamarac and birch, 

In Saskatchewan, the total area ex- 
amined is» 27,504 square miles, of 
which 41 per cent. is timbered, 18 per 
cent, burn, 33 per cent, muskeg and 8 
\per cent. grass land, water, ete. 

In Alberta, 63,000 square miles had 
been examined, of which 48:per cent. 
is timbered, 32 per cent. burn, 5 per 
cent. muskeg, and 15 per cent. prairie. 
The timber amounts to 160,000,000 
cords, of which 40 per cent. is poplar, 
30 ‘per. cent. spruce and 5 per cent.

Good Value of Beans 


Samples of Productive and Early 
Ripening Field Bean Being 
Distributed 

While beans have long-been grown 
and appreciated in certain parts of 
Canada for table use, both 
green state and in the form of rip- 
ened secd, this crop has.not been as 
extensively cultivated as would be de- 
sirable, One of the principal difficul- 
ties in the way of the more extended 
production of ripe beans is the sen- 
sitiveness of the plants to frost, Ord- 
inary beans cannot be ripened in any 
district where the season is’ short. 
There are, however, some sections of 
Canada where the cultivation of beans 
for the ripe seed is almost unknown 
at. present, and where, nevertheless, 
this crop would likely prove success- 
ful, provided suitable varieties were 
tried, 

With a view to extending the use 
of ripe beans for human food, the 
Dominion cerealist is distributing 
this winter, for the first time, samples! 
‘of a productive and very carly ripen- 
ing field bean. . As this variety is 
brown in color, and as it does not 
perhaps give as heavy a yield as some 
of the later maturing white sorts, its 
cultivation is not recommended for 
districts where the more popular 
varicties can be grown. Farmers in 
almost any part of Canada -where 
ordinary beans fail to ripen. would 
do well to apply for a sample of the 
beans now offered. The variety in 
question is a,selection from a sort 
obtained years ago from Norway. It 
is being introduced under the name 
“Norwegian, Ottawa 710.” While the 
number of samples. available is 
necessarily limited, it will be possible 
to send a few, at least, to almost 
every district where they are likely 
to be of use. Applications from far- 
mers in localities where beans are 
already recognized as a successful 
crop will not be filled; but requests 
are invited from farmers who have 
not yet found a variety which ripens 
sufficiently early, 

Although these beans are of a 
brown color, they are excellent when 
cooked and there is no reason why 
they should not give complete satis- 
faction for table use, even though 
their color be not fashionable. They 
are not recommended for use in the 
green state,

Britain’s New Warship 


Vessel is 273 -Feet Long and is Fitted 
With Turbine Machinery 

During a recent official trial, under 
Admiralty surveillance, what was said 
to be the highest speed cver maintain- 
ed by any warship in the world was, 
obtained by H.M.S. Tyrian, a torpedo 
boat destroyer designed and-built by 
Messrs. Yarrow & Co., Glasgow. The! 
vessel developed .a speed of over 45 
miles per hour, which is practically 
40 knots, the trial being held in deep! 
water; this result being made pos- 
sible only by. the large amount of ex- 
perimental and rescarch work carried 
out by Messrs. Yarrow. Had the ves- 
sel been run in shallow water, it is 
said that a considerably higher speed |, 
would have been obtained, so that the 
performance of the Tyrian is all the 
more remarkable. H.M.S, Tyrian is 
the last of a serics of 29 destroyers 
built by Messrs. Yarrow & Co. since 
the beginning of the war. The vessel 
is 273 feet long, and has a fully Joad- 
ed displacement of 1,060 tons, is filt- 
ed with turbine machinery, the steam 
being supplied by the latest type of

heater,

Britain’ ‘8 Industries 
Need Women 


-+—— 
Wage-Earning Women With Children 
to Support Being Superseded By 
Young Single Men - 

The National Union of Societies 
for Equal Citizenship -has issued an 
influentially signed letter, drawing at- 
tention to the scale upon which wo- 
men are being dismissed from every 
sort of employment in England. 

While recognizing that the claims 
of discharged service men must stand 
before those of women, the signator- 
ics emphatically protest against the 
dismissal of women, in favor of men 
and boys who have never seen ser- 
vice. “These -dismissals,” the letter 
states, “are even taking place in occu- 
pations acknowledged before the war 
to be women’s work, and we have in- 
contestable evidence that cases are 
common where wage-earning women 
with children to support are being su- 
perseded by young single men, No 
reason of less efficiency on the part 
of the women is given, but rather the 
course appears to be pursued in res- 
ponse to a: growing demand of men, 
to monopolize all trades and indus- 
tries, except those so underpaid and 
unskilled that no man desires to en- 
ter them,” 

“In “face of the experience gained 
during’ the war of the industrial ca- 
pacities of women, we gegard this 
tendency to segregate them in a small 
group,” the letter continues, “of over- 
crowded, unskilled occupations, as not 
only cruel injustice to them, but a 
menace to the economic welfare of 
the country which urgently. calls for 
a greater national -productivity.” The 
signatories inglude the Countess of 
Portsmouth -ahd Viscountess Rhon- 
dda. 


To Grant Farm Loans 


Saskatchewan Municipalities Empow- 
ered to Make Advances to 
Farmers 


Problems connected with the guar- 
antecing of advances to farmers have 
been dealt with by the Saskatclfewan 
legislature. As a result of Icgislation 
brought in, municipalities are empow- 


‘ered to mhake advances to farmers for 


the purpose-of buying oats for feed. 
In some municipalities the demand is 
so large that the municipalities are 
unable to make financial arrangements 
and the provincial government has 
undertaken to stand behind them to 
the extent of guarantecing the bank 
loans. 2 

In cases where there is open range 
and farmers who are engaged in 
wheat raising are required to fence 
their crops to prevent the stock of 
their neighbors doing harm, municip- 
alities are empowered to borrow mon- 
ey to purchase barbed wire which. 
they may sell on easy terms to the 
settlers who desire to fence. Provi- 
sion is made for repayment under cer- 
tain conditions which must be observ- 
ed, 

Canada’s Automobile Revenue 

During the calendar year 1919 the: 
revenue obtained by the Canadian 
Government for the importation of 
automobiles amounted to the huge to- 
tal of $13,886,097.25. This amount in- 
cludes duty, customs, war. taxes, and 
excise war tax collected on automo- 
biles and parts thereof. There were 
9,637 passenger cars imported, the 
value of these being $9,304,235; the 
total duty on these was $8,602;529.77. 
Commercial automobiles numbering 
over 2,000 were valued at $3,437,464, 
the duty on these being -nearly $1,- 
500,000, \

British Navy’s New Weapon 


Armor-Piercing Shell Is Best Thing 
In Projectiles ~ 

The British navy may soon be given 
a new and “unsurpassed weapon” in 
a large calibre shell which will pierce 
the heaviest armor without shattering, 
said Sir Robert Hadfield, chairman 
and managing director of Hadfields,. 
Limited, stecl manufacturers, recent- 
ly. He indicated that possession of 
such a shell during the great war 
would have been of inestimable 
value to the British ficet, : 

“The feat has been accomplished,” 
he said, “within the last few days, of 
getting the largest calibre of arincr- 
piercing shell unbroken through the 
hardest of modern armor plates. This 
result will render the British gun un- 
surpassed, incomparable, and_ the 
master in any naval cngagements of

Anti-Liquor Plans Are Outlined At 
A Meeting Held In 
Montreal * 


At a recent: meeting of the Domin- 
ion Prohibition Committee held in 
‘Montreal, it was decided to change the 
name of the organization to that of 
the Dominion Committee on Liquor 
Legislation. 

Among the recommendations re- 
garding the future policy of the com- 
mittee the following were ‘adopted: 
That the committee expresses its ap- 
preciation of the legislation. of the 
Dominion Parliament, providing for 
a vote in any province wherein the 
sale of intoxicating liquor. is prohibit- 


ed, to prohibit the importation of such | 
intoxicating liquors; that the;commit-' 


tee recommends that. each provincial 
temperance organization be. encour- 
aged to avail itself of such Icgislation 
whenever feasible; that. the vote be 
taken only on lists wherein the fran- 
chise is given to women.on the same 
basis as to men; that each provincial 
legislation be advised to.appoint a re- 
lceiving ana distributing depot, 


through which all liquor to be used, 


'in such provinces for permitted pur- 
{poses must pass; that’ the federal 
igovernment create a department of 
liquor control that shall. have com- 
plete supervision of the manufacture, 
importation, and shipment across pro- 
vincial boundaries of intoxicating li- 
quors for other than beverage pur- 
poses.

A trading post at. a place called 
Tassiusak, in Greenland, has the dis- 
tinction of being the most northerly 


{house on earth. The post has for-sev- 


eral years been managed: by a Dane, 


The summer only lasts eight wecks, 
|For the remainder of the year. the 
{house is: virtually buried in snow. 

Greenland belongs to Denmark. It 
is the wonderland of the Arctic, and 

one of the quaintest countries in the 
world. The whole interior of the 
country is covered by an ice-cap some 
two miles in thickness in “its centre, 
It is the remnant of the great ice-cap 
that once covered almost:the whole of 
Europe in what is known as the Ice 
Age. By international law, no one 
can land in Greenland without the 
sanction of the Danish _ authorities. 
The. object of this law is to prevent 
liquor and disease reaching the Eski- 
mos. The law is backed by the men- 
ace of an unbuoyed, unlighted coast, 
uncharted tides and currents, the ice- 
| pack, the berg-stream, and fog. Asa 
result, outside of Danish officials, very 
few whites visit Greenland. 

The Eskimo population — number 
some 22,000, among whom dwell 250 
Danish officials, But the -Eskimos 
rule themselves, There is-no law and 
no policemen—and there has been no 
crime for a hundred years. “The Eski- 
mos are very fine people, while the 
Danes are wise and unselfish towards 
them. They have established trading 
posts throughout the country to buy 
seal-oil, ciderdown, skins, and walrus 
ivory, in exchange for coffee, sugar, 
cloth, needles and other-treasures. of 
the white man; The “Royal Trade,” 
as it is called, loses about $25,000 a 
year, which is-evidence of the practi- 
cal help Denmark gives to this Nor- 
thern’ possession of: lrers.
